NORMAL EXPORTS OF BANANAS, SUGAR AND COFFEE, BUT FACILITIES 
IN FORMER ARE INSUFFICIENT TO HANDLE INCREASED CARGO 
LOAD. COFFEE EXPORTS NORMALLY SHARED 50-50; BANANAS, 

SUGAR MOSTLY FROM PUERTO BARRIOS. LATTER ALSO HANDLES 
SOME IMPORTS, PARTICULARLY WHEAT.
